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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant reproduces a portion of Timbol in 
which it is cited "A 'class' in Java is a software construct which defines instance variables and methods, in effect, serving as a template 
for creating objects of a particular type." (col. 2 approximately lines 30-35) Further, the cited portion shows the instantiation of a myPoint 
varaible (object) which is an instance of the template class Point. From there, the developer can access instance variables within the 
'myPoint' object, namely the x and y instance variables. As there was no declaration of the x and y instance variables for the object 
'myPoinf, but rather they were declared as part of the original 'Point' template, then during instantiation of the 'myPoint' object, the entire 
tree of the generic 'Point' class would have been copied. Therefore, Timbol does disclose making a copy of an entire tree class as 
required by the claims.
